Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No. 3/49  of  the  17th 
fl'anuary,  1949,  states  that  the  annual  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  1948  is  to  be  prepared  on  the  lines  of  that 
for  1947,  as  indicated  in  Circular  170/47  of  31st  December,  1947. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measeles,  the  general  health  of  the 
neighbourhood  has  been  good.  There  has  been  a decrease  in  the 
birth  rate,  the  death  rate  remains  unchanged. 

There  is  still  as  great  a demand  for  houses  as  ever, 
and  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  overcrowding.  The  need  for 
new  houses  is  great,  and  many  more  will  have  to  be  built  in  days 
to  c 0 me .
